There was a . rowd of men uumbef- 
ittg aeiTU or eight Imrulred lined fip 
on the sidewalks 'in front of the mill, 
A few of tlm girl 4 'stay •outer#’'* were 
oa hand to note proceedings, A’o loud 
talk was heard and no trouble oven 
imnnoateri. The girls who Went in 
were not even given sullen glances. 

Up tq five minutes of soveu o fidock. 
leas than fwcnty-fiTe girls had gone in. 
Just thea a covered van arrived and 
out. of it stopped a bevy of laughing 
girls, who swelled the number going 
to Work to fifty or more; and im¬ 
mediately following them came a foot 
party that swelled the number fo sixty- 
five. ■ 

About 7,31) the crowd began to, dis¬ 
perse, and tin? policemen seeing their 
presence Wits no longer necessary, left 
the street, and the excitement was 
over. Thus another chapter in the in¬ 
dustrial evolution of Unmford Falls 
came to an end. 

The story,, however, is not all fold.
